O UARB will make decision on number of 
HRM districts after June 20 public hearing 


Could the magic number of HRM 
councillors be 20? 

The consultant hired by the 
Nova Scotia Utility and Review 
Board thinks so. 

In a 40-page report, consultant 
Robert Williams said a 20-member 
council, as proposed by the gover¬ 
nance and district boundaiy review 
committee, would do a good job. 

The board asked council in 
August to review boundaries to 
make sure the population variance 
among districts at the time of the 
2012 election is within 10 per cent. 

Council voted down suggestions 
of 16,18 and 20. They approved the 
status quo of 23. 

“The workload for each of 20 
councillors will not be significant¬ 
ly larger than the workload for each 
of the 23 councillors,” the report

ROBERT WILLIAMS’ REPORT 

reads. “Moving from 23 to 20 coun¬ 
cillors does not mean the complete 
loss of localized identities but can 
help to place greater emphasis on 
the larger regional identity.” 

Mayor Peter Kelly said 20 was a 
number that came very close to 
being passed at council. 

“The public has an appetite for 
a smaller council, and that has 
shown through the surveys, and 
I’ve been saying as well we need to 
have a smaller council,” Kelly said.

CYBER is Truro Police 
Service’s superhero when 
it comes to cyberbullying. 
CYBER was invited to the 
legislature to give the 
same show to MLAs he 
gives to school children 
about cyberbullyng and 
posting information on¬ 
line. 


“We want them to see 
how it works, see the en¬ 
ergy and we want them to 
see the way it engages the 
children,” Const. Todd 
Taylor told reporters. 

CYBER was created in 
2009 in response to a 
Facebook incident when 
someone using a false 
identification posted 
threats. 

“CYBER is a superhero 
and children respond to 
him because in the age of 
Iron Man and Transform¬ 
ers it provides them a role 
model,” Taylor said. 


The program targets 
kids from kindergarten to 
Grade 6. 

“The best way to ad¬ 
dress these behaviours is 
to get to the children 
when they’re still recep¬ 
tive to the message and 
that’s before they start us¬ 
ing the technology,” he 
said. 

Education Minister Ra¬ 
mona Jennex announced 
Wednesday the creation 
of a task force to come up 
with recommendations to 
combat cyberbullying. 

Jennex said the Truro

police’s CYBER team will 
be a part of the task force 
to share its research and 
experiences. 

“This is one of those 
pieces that we can use in 
the recommendations 
coming forward,” she 
said. “This is something 
that’s in action right now 
and I’m thrilled at what 
they’re doing.” 


Police issue 
warning 
following 
recent drug 
incidents 

Halifax police are issuing 
a warning about the dan¬ 
gers of street drugs 
following several recent 
incidents involving 
people being hospitalized. 

Police say they are 
investigating “at least a 
couple of incidents” 
involving young adults 
having to be hospitalized 
after taking “MDMA” oth¬ 
erwise known as ecstasy. 

Although the victims 
aren’t known to each oth¬ 
er, police say the 
incidents stem from a bad 
batch of MDMA circulat¬ 
ing within HRM. 

“What we want is for 
people to take more pre¬ 
caution before using 
these drugs,” said Halifax 
Regional Police 
spokesman Const. Brian 
Palmeter. 

“People need to know 
these aren’t safe for any¬ 
one to take,” he said 

Police weren’t 
releasing any specific in¬ 
formation on the where¬ 
abouts of these cases, but 
said synthetic drugs such 
as ecstasy are being made 
in unprofessional labora¬ 
tories by people who have 
no training or 
background in chemistry 
or science.

Changes in job 
description 


PHARMACISTS. The 

province is moving to in¬ 
crease the job description 
of pharmacists’ assistants 
to unburden pharmacists 
of some technical aspects 
of their job. 

Proposed changes to 
the Pharmacy Act 
introduced by Health Min¬ 
ister Maureen MacDonald 
will create a new designa¬ 
tion, pharmacist’s techni¬ 
cian, to do some of the 
technical work in 
pharmacies. 

According to MacDon¬ 


ald, the move will free up 
pharmacists to focus on 
advising patients and en¬ 
suring medication is safe¬ 
ly and appropriately 
handled. 

The Nova Scotia 
College of Pharmacists is 
currently working on a 
year-and-a-half-long pro¬ 
gram for pharmacist tech¬ 
nicians. To receive 
accreditation, technicians 
will have to meet national 
requirements, including 
education and practical 
experience. ® alexboutilier

Premier announces 
tax breaks for families 


o Dexter: Initiatives ‘single biggest 
investment’ for families in a decade

Premier Darrell Dexter re¬ 
vealed $11-million in tax 
breaks for low-income fam¬ 
ilies on Thursday. 

The initiatives, teased in 
Finance Minister Graham 
Steele’s budget address on 
Tuesday, include a 22 per 
cent increase in per child 
benefits, an increase of $50 
per child per month for fos¬ 
ter parents, and indexing 
the affordable living and 
poverty reduction tax cred¬ 
its. 

“Raising strong, healthy 
children is key to Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s social and economic 
future,” Dexter said to a

small group gathered at the 
Needham Centre. 

Dexter acknowledged 
the measures may seem 
modest to anti-poverty ad¬ 
vocates. 

“There is always, of 
course, more that a govern¬ 
ment could do,” Dexter told 
reporters. 

“We recognize that there 
has to be a balance in life. 
We have to, of course, en¬ 
sure we can meet the finan¬ 
cial commitments of the 
province, but families have 


to be able to meet their fi¬ 
nancial commitments as 
well.” 

The measures also in¬ 
clude an increase in the 
amount of money for those 
on income assistance can 
earn, including people with 
disabilities. 


Currently, those on in¬ 
come assistance retain 30 
per cent of their earnings. 
The new measures allow 
those on income assistance 
to earn 30 per cent plus the 
first $150. Those with dis¬ 
abilities can earn $300 on 
top of 30 per cent.

O NSCC to receive $126M from provincial government, 
same as last year O College looking at several options 


Matt Cunningham is a full¬ 
time student at Nova Scotia 
Community College who 
works a part-time job on 
the side. So, any increase in 
tuition would affect him, 
he says. 

“I really don’t have a lot 
of money to throw around. 
All my money is going to 
school right now,” he said 
Thursday outside the Leeds 
Street campus in north-end 
Halifax. 

The college is facing a 
$5.7-million shortfall this 
year and is considering 
some tuition increase and 
expense reductions, said 


3 Saint Mary’s 
University 

announced last week 
it will increase tuition 
by three per cent for 
2011 - 12 . 

Michelle Lane, NSCC’s vice- 
president of advancement. 

She said the shortfall is 
due to the challenge of cov¬ 
ering the cost of wage in¬ 
creases and the cost of 
living, which includes 
items like buildings, oil, 
electricity and supplies. 

Lane said they will take 
the next several weeks to 
determine how to best ad¬ 


dress the shortfall. 

“And do so in ways that 
allow us to meet our strate¬ 
gic priorities, minimize the 
impact on student learning 
and minimize the impact 
on the employees,” she 
said. 

The cost of tuition for 
regular programs at NSCC 
is $2,700 and has not 
changed for two years. 

Cunningham wants to 
keep it that way. 

“More money in a stu¬ 
dent’s pocket is better than 
less, you know what I 
mean?”

Hey federal leaders: don’t 
forget about municipalities 
during your election cam¬ 
paign. 

That was the unanimous 
message 30 Atlantic mayors 
sent Thursday to the federal 
leaders campaigning for 
the election May 2. 

Several federal funding 
programs for municipali¬ 
ties are drying up, Brock 
Carlton, CEO of the Federa¬ 
tion of Canadian Municipal¬ 
ities, told the Atlantic 
Mayors’ Congress in Halifax 
on Thursday. 

The Building Canada 
Fund, a police officer re¬ 
cruitment fund, and two 
funds for housing are all are 
near or coming to comple¬ 
tion without any reassur¬ 
ance of commitments. 

While the NDP has 
touched on policing and 
the Liberals have ap¬ 
proached housing, none of

When asked about gro¬ 
cery products, Kraft was at 
the top of the list, men¬ 
tioned by 27 per cent of re¬ 
spondents.

Although there were 
many preferences for 
brands identified in our 
research, one thing was 
consistent throughout: 


Only 10 per cent of us indi¬ 
cated we seldom seek out 
brand-name items when 
shopping. 

For women, only five 
per cent “generally do not 
buy brand-name items.” 

In other words, we con¬ 
tinue to be very brand-loy¬ 
al consumers. 

And branding contin¬ 
ues to influence young 
buyers as well, particular¬ 
ly younger females. Over 
96 per cent of females un¬ 
der 35 report they seek 
out specific brands in 
most product categories. 

We all love our brands 
because we feel they deliv¬ 
er high quality and we can 
trust them. 

And advertising contin¬ 
ues to play a major role in 


our brand perceptions 
even in this day of social 
media, as 70 per cent ex¬ 
press positive views about 
the advertising for our 
favourite brands.

An anti-tank missile fired 
from the Gaza Strip struck 
a school bus in southern Is¬ 
rael Thursday, wounding 
two people, one of them 
critically, and prompting 
fierce Israeli retaliation that 
killed five Palestinians.

O Power outages reported in tsunami-ravaged 
northeast O Cars drove around normally 


A magnitude-7.4 after¬ 
shock rattled Japan Thurs¬ 
day, knocking out power 
across a large swath of the 
northern part of the coun¬ 
try nearly a month after 
the devastating earth¬ 
quake and tsunami that 
flattened the northeastern 
coast. 

Japan’s meteorological 
agency issued a tsunami 
warning but cancelled it 
about 90 minutes later. 
Officials said power was 
out in all of three north¬ 
ern prefectures (states) 
and in parts of two 
others. 

There were no immedi¬ 
ate reports of serious in¬ 
juries or damage. The 
aftershock was the 
strongest since the March

O Gunman kills 12 children © ‘I’m going to kill you 
all’ he shouts O Students seen soaked in blood 


A gunman roamed the 
halls of an elementary 
school in Rio de Janeiro 
Thursday and killed 12 
children. 

He lined them up 
against a wall and shot 
them in the head at point- 
blank range as he shout¬ 
ed, “I’m going to kill you 
all!” 

The carnage would 
have been deadlier if the 
gunman had not been 
shot in the legs by a police 
officer — who said the 
man then fell down some 
stairs and shot himself in 
the head. 

Images taken with a 
cellphone and posted on 
YouTube showed students 
fleeing wildly, screaming 
for help, many with their

white-and-blue school 
shirts soaked in blood. 

Jade Ramos, a student 
at the school, said the 
gunman repeatedly yelled, 
“I’m going to kill you all!” 

“He had already killed a 
lot of children in the first 
floor and in the yard,” she 
said on TV. 

“He kept telling the 
kids to face the wall and 


was shooting at their 
heads. The children kept 
begging, ‘No, please!’ 
There was a lot of blood, 
children agonizing on the 
stairs.” 

“He came in shooting,” 
said Andreia Machado, 
recounting what her 13- 
year-old daughter, 

Thayane, told her before 
going into surgery. 

Thayane was hit by 
three bullets and lost feel¬ 
ing in her legs because 
one hit her spine, said her 
mother. 

Crying as she spoke, 
Machado wondered if her 
daughter would ever be 
able to return to school — 
or walk. “We have to trust 
in God.”

The gunman, identified as 
Wellington Oliveira, 23, 
left a rambling letter indi¬ 
cating he wanted to kill 
himself. It said he was in¬ 
fected with the AIDS virus, 
an official said. 

It explained in detail 
how Oliveira wanted his 
corpse to be cared for — 
bathed and wrapped in a 
white sheet that he left in 
a bag in the first room 
where he said he would 
start shooting. 

The letter also said he 
should not be touched by 
anyone who is “impure” 
unless they wear gloves.

O Leader May calls party the ‘voice of reason’ © Party 
platform says legal marijuana would raise $2.5 billion 


Steering clear 
of the environment 


A Green government would 
bring the “voice of reason” 
to Ottawa, leader Elizabeth 
May said yesterday as she 
unveiled an election plat¬ 
form that promises to over¬ 
haul Parliament, jack up 
corporate taxes and legalize 
marijuana. 

The fully costed platform 
includes an additional $3.8 
billion in spending, fi¬ 
nanced by a spike in corpo¬ 
rate taxes and an end to 
subsidies for nuclear and 
fossil fuels — moves worth 
$6.5 billion per year. 

“Our goal is to be that 
voice of conscience, that 
voice of reason,” May said

“Failure to address signif¬ 


icant threats to our future 
is irresponsible,” she said.

The party is focused on 
three major themes, May 
said — a “smart economy,” 
“strong communities” and 
“true democracy.” 

The platform calls for in¬ 
come splitting for all Cana¬ 
dian families including 
same-sex couples, invest¬ 
ment in early childhood ed¬ 
ucation, tax credits for 
students and a boost for 
municipalities.

But in 
keeping with the tone of 
the election campaign, 
the emphasis on what 
Canada needs to do to cut 
emissions takes a back 
seat to job creation and 
“families.” 

“It’s really about focus¬ 
ing on some of the other 
things the Green party 
stands for,” spokesman 
Kieran Green said after 
the party released its plat¬ 
form yesterday. 

Ditto for the three 
main parties. 

“The environment is 
certainly one of the Con¬ 
servative government’s 
priorities,” said Environ¬ 
ment Minister Peter Kent, 


running for re-election in 
the Toronto area. 

“But the largest, the 
overshadowing priority of 
the folks that I meet at 
the doors in Thornhill 
(Ont.) is the economic re¬ 
covery.” 

The Liberals have 
steered clear of anything 
that resembles former 
leader Stephane Dion’s 
“green shift,” which 
would have imposed a 
carbon tax. 

Instead, they are pro¬ 
posing a cap-and-trade 
scheme to be implement¬ 
ed at some point. The 
move would eventually 
mean a reduction of 
greenhouse gases to 80 
per cent below 1990 lev¬ 
els by 2050. 

And almost two weeks 
into the campaign, the 
NDP has not yet released 
the key elements of its en¬ 
vironment platform.

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Home ownership, 
interrupted 

O RBC poll finds young adults are putting off buying a home for at least 
a year © They cite worries about down payment, high prices, mortgages 


As home prices continue to 
outpace income growth, 
many young Canadians 
have decided to postpone 
home ownership, the Royal 
Bank of Canada says. 

RBC’s annual home-own¬ 
ership poll found that 55 
per cent of Canadians aged 
18 to 34 say it makes sense 
to put off a home purchase 
until next year. That’s 10 
percentage points more 
than the national average 
for all ages. 

Meanwhile, about half of 
young people who have al¬ 
ready bought a home say 
their mortgage is eating up 
too much of their income, 
suggesting their peers may 


have good reason to wait. 

First-time buyers ac¬ 
count for a huge portion of 
all Canadian housing sales, 
making the demographic 
influential in determining 
the health of the housing 
market. 

These buyers are most af¬ 
fected by stricter lending 


The national average 
house price soared 8.8 per 
cent year over year to a 
record $365,192 in Febru¬ 
ary. But income levels 
haven’t grown at the same

The Conservative govern¬ 
ment has promised to dou¬ 
ble — to $10,000 — the 
maximum annual contri¬ 
bution to Tax Free Savings 
Accounts after the deficit is 
eliminated in several years. 
TFSAs allow people to save 
money, including invest¬ 
ment dividends, without 
being taxed. 

The time horizon on 
that promise is so distant, 
however — the budget is 
not scheduled to be bal¬ 
anced until fiscal year 2015- 
16 — that the Liberals 


likened it to promising 
beer out of rainwater. 

It has other drawbacks as 
well. It will be of little use to 
those Canadians unable to 
save more than $5,000 per 
year, while having a perma¬ 
nent multibillion-dollar im¬ 
pact on federal finances. 

The accounts have 
proven to be a popular sav¬ 
ings vehicle, with more 
than 4.7 million Canadians 
having built up about $18 
billion in savings since 
2008, when they were in¬ 
troduced. The accounts en¬ 


able individuals to con¬ 
tribute up to $5,000 a year 
and grow their savings 
without having to pay tax¬ 
es, even when the funds are 
withdrawn. 

But a study conducted 
last fall said many Canadi¬ 
ans remain confused about 
how the program works. 

The Conservatives esti¬ 
mate the cost to the govern¬ 
ment in lost tax revenue 
from doubling the limit will 
be $30 million in the first 
year.

Scientists say this 
blast is unusual because 
the effects are long-last¬ 
ing. 

More than a week lat¬ 
er, they continue to see 
high-energy radiation 
spiking and fading at 
the source. 

The burst was likely 
caused by a star that was 
ripped apart after drift¬ 
ing too close to a super- 
massive black hole. 

Since the explosion, 
the Hubble Space 
Telescope and Chandra 
X-ray Observatory have 
focused on the 
aftermath. 

Hubble will observe if 
the galaxy’s core 
changes brightness in 
the coming days. 

The galaxy is 3.8 bil¬ 
lion light years from 
Earth. A light year is 
about six trillion miles 
(9.6 trillion kilometres).

Richard Crouse: Mark, 
“Arthur Redux” isn’t an 
improvement on the origi¬ 
nal, but it isn’t a complete 
waste of time either. I re¬ 
ally think your enjoy¬ 
ment of Arthur, the 
remake of the 30-year- 
old Dudley Moore come¬ 
dy, is in direct ratio to 
your enjoyment of Russell 
Brand. His brand of Brit- 
spealc verbal diarrhea 
works in small doses, the 
trick here is to see 
whether audiences will sit 
through two hours of 
word-play rivalled only by 
Charlie Sheen on a crack 
fuelled Internet rant. 

Mark Breslin: I liked the 
movie. In fact, I really 
liked it when I saw it in 


1980. It is in no way supe¬ 
rior to the original, but 
Russell Brand does pull it 
off, although with far less 
subtlety than Dudley 
Moore. The lines are good 
if not great, but I thought 
everybody else in the film 
paled in comparison. Even 
the great Helen Mirren 
was no John Gielgud, and 
Greta Gerwig still seems 
like she’s the best thing in 
a student film. 

RC: Mirren may not equal 
Gielgud here, but it’s al¬ 
most worth the price of ad¬ 
mission to see her wear a 
Darth Vader mask. As for 
Gerwig I honestly think 
she’s the best thing in the 
movie. She’s naturally 
charismatic and as un-Hol¬ 


lywood an actor as we have 
in Hollywood films right 
now. She’s quirky, cool and 
without her the movie 
wouldn’t be nearly as effec¬ 
tive. The second half, when 
it takes a turn for the 
touching, is better than the 
“funny” first half and she’s 
responsible for that. 

MB: Interesting. It’s the 
second, “serious” half of 
the movie that didn’t work 
for me. Brand lacks the 
tragic element that Moore 
brought, probably because 
at five-foot-two Dudley 
looks vulnerable (and in¬ 
fantile) from the start. And 
not to attack Ms. Gerwig, 
but I didn’t get why Arthur 
would choose her as a ro¬ 
mantic interest above all 


others. She wasn’t all that 
wild or even all that Bo¬ 
hemian. I thought Luis 
Guzman was a far better 
match, although that 
would have been a very 
different movie. Nice to 
see Nick Nolte, although 
his extended cameo does 
not qualify as a comeback 
vehicle. 

RC: Funny how we’ve spent 
veiy little time discussing 
the star of the movie. Brand 
can deliver a joke, unfortu¬ 
nately in the first half of 
the movie he delivers eveiy 
line like they are all punch 
lines. Like the character 
he’s playing, he’s not as 
charming as he thinks he 
is, but he can raise a smile 
here and there.

sions of power.” 

Miller sees Mulroney’s 
legacy as clearly split and 
haunted by Pierre Trudeau. 

“He is loved and 
loathed,” Miller said, 
“Trudeau has more scan¬ 
dals than Mulroney, but 
you can’t just look at the 
scandals. He won more 
seats than Trudeau ever 
won. I can hear him now, 
‘Maybe there was that 
Trudeau movie on the CBC, 
but I got an OPERA!”’

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Writer/director Thomas 
McCarthy doesn’t strive to 
make grand statements or 
produce effects-driven 
spectacles. Instead his tal¬ 
ent lies in the mundane, 
finding humour and emo¬ 
tion in small stories about 
real people like The Sta¬ 
tion Agent and The Visitor. 

On the surface, his lat¬ 
est movie, Win Win, is 
about a small-town 
wrestling coach and strug¬ 
gling attorney, but 
through McCarthy’s deli¬ 
cate observational hu¬ 
mour, it became much 
more. 

“I wrestled in high 
school and the movie 
started there,” McCarthy 
told Metro. “I wrote the 
screenplay with Joe Ti- 
boni, whom I’ve known 
since the fourth grade. 

“He’s a lawyer and we 
wrestled together, so the 
main character came out 
of him and through that I 
think we explored the 
choices people make, even 
good people, in tough 
times and how we self-reg- 
ulate. That to me was real¬ 
ly interesting because I 
think as adults we get 


away with a lot.” 

As in his previous 
movies, Thomas McCarthy 
wrote Win Win with a spe¬ 
cific actor in mind: Paul 
Giamatti. 

“There were a couple of 
directions to go with this 
casting,” explained Mc¬ 
Carthy. 

“There was the option 
of a more conventional 
leading man who is a bit 
beyond his prime and we 
considered a couple of ac¬ 
tors for that take on the 
role. But for me, Paul felt 
right because he naturally 
brought the heart and hu¬ 
mour to it.” 

McCarthy acted in films 
himself for years before 
transitioning into direct¬ 
ing and as a result can tai¬ 
lor his movies for actors 
like few others. As always, 
McCarthy got some of the 
best work of his casts’ re¬ 
spective careers for Win 
Win and shouldn’t find it 
difficult to land equally 
talented performers next 
time. 

When asked if he has 
any other specific actors 
he plans to create roles 
for, McCarthy replied, 
“There are so many, but 
definitely Meryl Streep. 
Her name is almost a term 
for good acting.”

The food revolution will 
be televised — sort of 

O Jamie Oliver not raw after his show meets resistence in L.A. schools 


It turns out that Jamie 
Oliver’s revolution won’t 
be televised — at least not 
from Los Angeles school 
kitchens. 

The second season of 
the crusading Brit’s 
healthy eating reality 
show, Jamie Oliver’s Food 
Revolution, started poorly 
when the city school dis¬ 
trict barred his cameras, a 
serious snag for a program 
that focuses on school 
lunches. The Los Angeles 
Unified School District, 
which previously had a 
bad experience with an un¬ 
related reality show, more 
or less treated Oliver as if 
he was a cast member of 
Jersey Shore. 

“I think we swam into a 
minefield,” Oliver said. 
“I’m disappointed that I 
couldn’t get in there at all. 
I’m disappointed that as 
public servants, they feel 
they have the right to not 
be transparent.” 

But the trouble didn’t 
end with school officials. 
There are signs in the first 
episode (airing on ABC on 
Tuesday) that the people of 
Los Angeles aren’t fully 
embracing the revolution 
either. Only a modest 
crowd comes out to watch 
Oliver fill a school bus 
with a week’s worth of the 
sugar added to the 
flavoured milk served in 
L.A. schools (actually 57 
tons of white sand). 

Oliver dejectedly tells 
the camera: “This is cold- 
shoulder stuff.” 

So did L.A. prove too 


much for the chef? Hardly. 

Oliver remains focused 
on the multi-national 
healthy food campaign 
that has consumed him for 
more than five years. 

“You only have to affect 
two per cent of the popula¬ 
tion to make radical 
change,” Oliver said, “and 
that’s what we’re talking 
about, really.” 

In a TV landscape clut¬ 
tered with sudden-death 
cook-offs and flamboyant 
chefs, Oliver’s show has an 
unusual recipe for success 
— asking strangers to do 


what’s good for them. 

For the second season of 
Food Revolution, that en¬ 
tails Oliver jousting with 
school bureaucrats, trying 
to help parents and kids 
make better choices and 
lobbying for healthier food 
at a local hamburger joint. 

Oliver’s L.A. experience 
stands in contrast to his 
initial campaign to clean 
up school lunches in his 
home country, where his 
allies included then-prime 
minister Tony Blair. Oliver 
suggests the fight was easi¬ 
er there in part because 


the British media is more 
aggressive in shining a 
light on the dark side of 
the food industry. 

It seemed easier to get a 
critical mass of British par¬ 
ents fed up. 

As for Los Angeles, Oliv¬ 
er acknowledges he also 
was less effective in the 
largely Hispanic areas he 
worked because he does 
not speak Spanish. 

Still, he plans to go back 
to Los Angeles later this 
month. He wants to check 
in with families he worked
